THINKING FOR OURSELVES. 
It seems strange that in this day of 
multiplicity of effort and results there 
should exist persons who are still wil­ 
ling, and even anxious, for others to 
do their thinking for them. Yet every 
now and them we come across such 
persons. 
The natural instinct is to 
catalogue them as the last specimens 
of a species long thought to have been 
extinct. They are, in fact, merely the 
last links which connect this genera­ 
tion with the older one. 
In the days 
that we like to read about, the days 
that some people refer to as a gentler 
civilization, there were many persons 
who were well content to let others 
think for them, 
not 
because they 
wished to shirtk the duty but be­ 
cause 
they 
did 
not 
feel 
them­ 
selves 
capable 
of 
performing 
it. 
Such 
persons, 
however, gain­ 
ed nothing by their action, and in 
fact lost a great deal. 
It may have 
been that the conditions of life at 
that time made 
it 
unnecessary 
for 
them to trouble about reaching their 
own conclusions, much less express­ 
ing them, but the fact remains that 
they missed a great deal of the best 
that life can give. The power to think 
and to express our thoughts is God- 
given, but it has not always been ex­ 
ercised to its best advantage. 
Who 
in this day would permit anyone else 
to think for them? 
Who would be 
willing to abide by the 
decisions of 
others in regard 
to their individual 
lives? 
Free will is the common heri­ 
tage of all and, linked with the pow­ 
er to think, constitutes a man's life. 
Today, however, we are taking full 
advantage of our right to ‘thing, and 
unless the pendulum 
swings too far 
the other way we shall be all the bet­ 
ter for it. 
Our trouble is not so much 
the disinclination to do our own think­ 
ing as it is the temptation to think too 
much, or at least to try to thing for 
others as well as ourselves. 
One man 
may hold an entirely 
different view 
from another and yet the two views 
may be plausible. 
Should those of 
opposing views come together the ef­ 
fort of each to prove 
his 
judgment 
correct often leads to unpleasantness. 
Neither is willing to give in to the oth­ 
er; both are anxious to win out, and 
the differences between the two often 
deepen into a downright quarrel. 
Of 
course, the only thing to do in such 
circumstances is to agree to disagree 
and then dismiss the subject, but the 
wiser action would have been to pre­ 
vent such a development. 
This is but 
one result of thinking for ourselves 
and expressing our own opinions re­ 
gardless of the right to think and the 
opinions of others. 
If we could only 
remember always that others exercise 
the same rights and privileges that we 
do, we would not plunge unexpectedly 
into hot water as so many of us do. 
The right to think for ourselves is 
inherent, but at the same time it brings 
its own obligations, and chief among 
them is the duty 
of 
respecting the 
other man's opinions and of not press­ 
ing our own views 
unsolicited 
upon 
him. 
Tolerance is a quality 
badly 
needed in the present day; tolerance 
of the other man’s 
ideas 
and judg- 


daily lives we would avoid many ob-1 
stacles that sometimes block our way j 
to our confusion. 
We may hold per-1 
fectly good opinion; they may be far 
better than the other man's, but we 
have no more right to insist that he 
should agree to them than he would 
have to try to make us agree to his 
opinions. 
The right to think for him­ 
self and to arrange his own life, with­ 
in the dictsties of a good conscience, is 
inalienable, but it brings responsibili­ 
ties that must be respected. 
We can do much to develop our fac­ 
ulty of thinking if we would 
devote 
some of our time to improving it; that 
is to say, we should direct it along se­ 
rious lines for removed from ordinary 
business cares and the anxieties of ev­ 
ery-day life. 
We grow stale if we 
move in one channel too long, and 
today, of all times, there are many 
wide channels 
all 
but 
unexplored 
waiting for our use. 
We can take ad­ 
vantage of them and by studying big 
issues and big questions learn at the 
same time how to follow them up in a 
sensible, intelligent way. 
The more 
we use our power 
of 
thinking in a 
worthwhile manner the 
more 
likely 
we shall be to exercise a careful con­ 
trol of it, and the less likely we shall 
be to let others think for us. 
We will 
master certain questions that we do 
not understand and will, therefore, no 
longer be compelled to rely upon oth­ 
ers for a correct 
understanding of 
them. 
It is only when we do not un­ 
derstand a question, or when we have 
been indifferent to it, that we should 
look for counsel and guidance to some 
* ne who knows and avail ourselves of 
ais wisdom, but, as a rule, we should 
let no opportunity slip that may help 
is to do our own thinking and form 
aur own opinions 
and to 
use 
that 
knowledge wisely.
